CYPRUS SITUATION - 

CYPRIOTS WERE BUSY JULY 16 DISCUSSING WITH NUMBER OF DELS, 

INCLUDING SOVIETS, BRITISH AND NON-ALIGNED, POSSIBLE LANGUAGE FOR 
SC RES. MAIN ELEMENTS ARE: SUPPORT FOR MAKARIOS AS LEGITIMATE 
PRES OF CYPRUS; WITHDRAWAL ALL OUTSIDE FORCES NOT PROVIDED FOR BY 
TREATIES OF GUARANTEE AND ESTABLISHMENT; AND IMMEDIATE CESSATION 
OF HOSTILITIES AND RESUMPTION OF AUTHORITY BY MAKARIOS. YUGOSLAVS, 
WHO HAVE BEEN PARTICULARLY ACTIVE ON BEHALF NON-ALIGNED, TOLD 
MISOFF THEY PLAN ASK TO SPEAK FOR NON-ALIGNED AT NEXT MEETING. 

CHINESE ACTIVELY GATHERING INFO BUT CLAIM TO HAVE NO INSTRUCTIONS. 
THEY SEEM MAINLY CONCERNED ABOUT SOVIET INTENTIONS. SC PRES SAID 
HE HAD IMPRESSION SOVIETS HAD BEEN PRESSING CYPRIOT REP ROSSIDES 
HARD TO ASK FOR SC MEETING. 

EARLIER, ROSSIDES TOLD AMB SCALI HE HOPED US WOULD SUPPORT CYPRUS 
IN SC IN CALLING FOR RETURN OF CONSTITUTIONAL GOVT, AND HE ASKED 
FOR UNEQUIVOCAL STATEMENT RECOGNIZING MAKARIOS AS LEGITIMATE HAD OF 
CYPRUS GOVT. HE SAID INTERVENTION OF GREEK OFFICERS WAS "VERY 
CLUMSY, VIOLENT WAY" OF DEALING WITH CYPRUS SITUATION - USING TANKS 
MEANT FOR PROTECTION OF COUNTRY TO OVERTHROW ITS CONSTITUTIONAL 
GOVT. 

USYG URQUHART INFORMED AMB SCHAUFELE THAT ACCORDING TO SYG REP 
WECKMANN-MUNOZ, BRITISH OFFERED TO EVACUATE MAKARIOS TO UK BUT HE 
REFUSED. UK REP RICHARD TOLD AMB SCALI ACTUALLY MAKARIOS ASKED FOR 
HELICOPTER TO TAKE HIM TO BRITISH BASE AT AKROTIRI, BRITISH AGREED 
ON CONDITION HE LEAVE ISLAND AND NOT USE BRITISH BASE AS 
REFUGE, AND MAKARIOS' REFUSAL TO ACCEPT THAT GAVE RISE TO HIS 
REQUEST FOR UN PROTECTION. SYG STRESSED TO AMB BENNETT HE 
ACCEDED TO MAKARIOS' REQUEST FOR "PROTECTION" ON HUMANITARIAN 
GROUNDS. (CONFIDENTIAL - OURTELS 2444, 2447, 2448, 2456) 

BEGIN UNCLASSIFIED 
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AT SC MEETING JULY 16, REQUESTED BY SYG AND BY CYPRIOT REP 
ROSSIDES, LATTER ASKED SC TO CALL FOR CEASEFIRE AND URGE WITHDRAWAL 
OF GREEK ARMY OFFICERS SERVING IN CYPRIOT NATIONAL GUARD. CYPRIOT, 
SOVIET AND TURKISH REPS CHARGED GREECE WITH OPENLY INTERFERING, 

AND GREEK REP DENIED ALLEGATIONS. FRENCH REPORTED ON EC-9 POSITION. 
UK REP SUGGESTED SC WAIT AND HEAR WHAT MAKARIOS HAD TO SAY, AND 
AMB SCALI COUNSELED AGAINST REACHING FINAL CONCLUSIONS UNTIL MORE 
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DETAILS AVAILABLE. SYG REPORTED ON INFO FROM HIS SPECIAL REP 
AND UNFICYPT COMMANDER AND TOLD SC MAKARIOS HAD BEEN GRANTED 
PROTECTION BY UNFICYP ON HUMANITARIAN BASIS BUT HAD NOW LEFT CYPRUS. 
SC PRES PEREZ DE CUELLAR (PERU) STATED COUNCIL WOULD CONTINUE 
CONSIDERATION OF ITEM AT NEXT MEETING, AT DATE TO BE ANNOUNCED 
FOLLOWING CONSULTATIONS. 

SYG'S INFO RECEIVED FROM HIS SPECIAL REP AND UNFICYP COMMANDER 
CONFIRMED REPORTS OF EVENTS TAKING PLACE IN CYPRUS. HE SPOKE OF 
HIS MESSAGES TO GREEK AND TURKISH PRIMINS, AND EXPLAINED THAT 
PROTECTION HAD BEEN GRANTED MAKARIOS ON HUMANITARIAN BASIS. UNFICYP'S 
MANDATE, HE CONTINUED IN LEGTHY STATEMENT, WAS SPECIFICALLY 
RELATED TO CONFLICT BETWEEN TWO CYPRIOT COMMUNITIES AND FORCE 
COULD NOT BE INVOLVED IN INTERNAL AFFAIRS OF ONE OF COMMUNITIES, 

BUT REPERCUSSIONS OF VIOLENT DISTURBANCES COULD VERY EASILY 
EXTEND BEYOND CONFINES OF ONE COMMUNITY. SUCH EVENTS CARRIED 
SERIOUS RISK OF THREAT OF INTERNATIONAL PEACE AND SECURITY IN 
MUCH WIDER FRAMEWORK. 

CYPRIOT REP ROSSIDES STATED COUP ORGANIZED BY OFFICERS FROM 
GREECE AND VIOLENCE FOLLOWED REQUEST BY PRES MAKARIOS FOR 
REMOVAL OF "FOREIGN ELEMENTS" FROM CYPRIOT NATIONAL GUARD. 
ARCHBISHOP WAS PROBABLY ON WAY TO NY TO PROVIDE FURTHER INFO, BUT 
EVEN WITH INFO NOW AVAILABLE SC MUST ACT. IT WAS VITALLY IMPORT- 
ANT AT THIS STAGE TO ADOPT RES CALLING FOR CEASEFIRE AND 
PREVENTION OF MILITARY PERSONNEL FROM OUTSIDE FROM INTERFERENCE 
IN AFFAIRS OF CYPRUS. 

SAFRONCHUK (USSR) ALSO DECLARED GOVT HAD BEEN TOPPLED BY ARMED 
PUTSCH LED BY GREEK MILITARY OFFICERS. WHICH HIS GOVT 
CATEGORICALLY CONDEMNED. WHAT MAKARIOS HAD WARNED AGAINST HAD 
NOW TAKEN PLACE. HE WAS EMPOWERED TO DECLARE THAT ACT WAS IN 
GROSS VIOLATION OF INTERNATIONAL LAW AND COULD HAVE SERIOUS 
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COMPLICATIONS. CONTINUATION OF INTERFERENCE MEANT THAT GREEK 
GOVT TOOK ON ITSELF SERIOUS RESPONSIBILITY FOR CONSEQUENCES. 
SAFRONCHUK SUPPORTED CALL FOR WITHDRAWAL OF GREEK MILITARY FROM 
CYPRUS AND DECLARED TIME WOULD NOT WAIT, URGENT ACTION WAS 
IMPERATIVE. 

TURKISH REP OLCAY STATED GREEK INTERVENTION IN CYPRUS HAD BEEN 
CARRIED OUT AND FOSTERED BY GREEK TROOPS. TURKISH COMMUNITY, HE 
ADDED, WAS ONLY GUARANTEE FOR CONTINUED INDEPENDENCE OF CYPRUS. 
TURKISH CYPRIOT ADMINISTRATION WAS, AT THIS TIME, MORE THAN EVER 
DISASSOCIATED FROM GREEK ADMINISTRATION. SC SHOULD ASSURE THAT 
BLANCE OF FORCES MAINTAINED AND ALL ILLICIT TROOPS AND MUNITIONS 
PROHIBITED FROM ENTERING ISLAND. 

UK REP RICHARD, AFTER REPORTING MAKARIOS NOW IN MALTA. 
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SUGGESTED SC WAIT AND HEAR WHAT HE HAD TO SAY IF, AS CYPRIOT REP 
INDICATED, HE MIGHT BE ON WAY TO NY. IF EXTERNAL INTERVENTION WAS 
CAUSE OF COUP, ALL WOULD DONDEMN THIS; HOWEVER, IT WOULD BE 
WRONG TO APPORTION FINAL RESPONSIBILITY AND ASSESS FINAL BLAME 
BEFORE FULL FACTS AVAILABLE. 

AMB SCALI ALSO COUNSELED AGAINST REACHING ANY FINAL CONCLUSIONS 
AT PRESENT TIME UNTIL MORE DETAILS AVAILABLE, URGED RESTRAINT, AND 
SAID US CONTINUED SUPPORT INDEPENDENCE AND TERRITORIAL INTEGRITY 
OF CYPRUS AND ITS EXISTING CONSTITUTIONAL ARRANGEMENTS. 

DE GUIRINGAUD (FRANCE) REPORTED THAT EC-9 HAD DECLARED SUPPORT 
FOR TERRITORIAL INTEGRITY OF CYPRUS AND OPPOSITION TO ANY 
ACT OF INTERFERENCE WHICH MIGHT IEOPARDIZE SUCH INTEGRITY. 
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GREEK ACTING REP MEGALOKONOMOS REJECTED "VEHEMENTLY AND 
CATEGORICALLY" ALLEGATIONS AGAINST HIS GOVT, SAID MATTER WAS OF 
INTERNAL CHARACTER WITH WHICH HIS GOVT HAD NO CONNECTION, 

AND ADDED NATIONAL GUARD WAS UNDER EXCLUSIVE CONTROL OF CYPRIOT 
GOVT. 

ROSSIDES, IN RIGHT OF REPLY, DENIED THAT NATIONAL GUARD WAS 
UNDER EXCLUSIVE CONTROL OF GOC, THOUGH IT SHOULD BE. WHEN 
SITUATION OF BLOODSHED AND FIGHTING OCCURRED, HE CONTINUED, 

SC SHOULD NOT BE RELUCTANT TO CALL FOR CEASEFIRE. DETAILS WERE 
NOT REQUIRED FOR STOPPING BLOODSHED. IN HIS VIEW, THERE WERE 
TOO MANY INSTANCES OF SC ADJOURNING WHEN FIGHTING WAS OCCURRING, 
IN ORDER TO OBTAIN DETAILS. WHATEVER DETAILS OF QUESTION MIGHT BE, 
STEPS SHOULD BE TAKEN TO HALT FIGHTING.

SOUTH AFRICAN CREDENTIALS AT 29TH GA - 

REPORTEDLY AFRICANS DEFINITELY DECIDED AT MOGADISCIO SUMMIT THAT 
THEIR GOAL AT 29TH GA IS EXPULSION OF SOUTH AFRICA. THOUGH THERE 
ARE DISAGREEMENTS WITHIN AFRICAN GROUP ON TACTICS, THERE IS 
AGREEMENT THEY MUST RELY ON THEMSELVES IN FORCING ISSUE AND 
THEY ARE NOT CONCERNED OVER SC VETOES OR PRECEDENT THAT MIGHT BE 
CREATED. (CONFIDENTIAL - OURTEL 2445) 
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SYG'S EMERGENCY OPERATION FOR MSA'S - 

JULY 15 DONORS MEETING WENT LITTLE BEYOND REVIEW OF PLEDGES 
ALREADY MADE, AND SYG, APPARENTLY FORESEEING RESULT, PROPOSED 
SECOND MEETING AT MINISTERIAL LEVEL IN NYC JUST BEFORE 29TH GA 
TO REVIEW ACTIONS AND DEAL WITH ANY REMAINING PROBLEMS, SUCH AS 
PRECONDITIONS ON PLEDGES, ETC. SYG NOTED REPLIES TO HIS APPEAL, 
CONFIDENTIAL 
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WHILE IN SOME WAYS ENCOURAGING, UNFORTUNATELY HAD ALSO BEEN IN- 
COMPLETE, NOT TRANSLATED INTO SPECIFIC ACTION, ENCUMBERED BY 
BEING DEPENDENT ON ACTIONS OF OTHERS, AND NOT MIRRORING URGENCY 
WARRANTED. SYG'S SPECIAL REP PREBISCH REPORTED HIS STAFF (PULLED 
TOGETHER FROM IMF, IBRD, FAO, UNDP, UNCTAD AND UN SECRETARIAT) 

HAD NOT YET BEEN ABLE TO REACH AGREED POSITION ON DETAILED 
ASSESSMENT OF MSA'S SITUATION. WITH REGARD TO POTENTIAL 
CONTRIBUTIONS, HE ADDRESSED HIMSELF ESPECIALLY TO OIL PRODUCERS, 
AND, AMONG OTHER THINGS, CALLED ATTENTION TO VAGUENESS OF SOME 
OIL PRODUCERS' CLAIMS OF AID TOTALING UP TO $2 BILLION. 

REPS WHO SPOKE INCLUDED FRANCE (FOR EC-9), FRG, JAPAN, NETHERLANDS, 
SWITZERLAND, CANADA, NZ, NORWAY, SWEDEN, US, VENEZUELA AND YUGO- 
SLAVIA. AUSTRIAN REP ANNOUNCED CONTRIBUTION, SUBJECT TO 
PARLIAMENTARY APPROVAL, UP TO $15 MILLION "WITHOUT CONDITIONS." UK 
REP MADE STRONG STATEMENT POINTING FINGER AT OIL PRODUCERS FOR 
THEIR RELATIVE SILENCE (VENEZUELAN WAS ONLY ONE TO HAVE SPOKEN AT 
THAT POINT) AND WARNED THAT "UNLESS WE HEAR FROM OIL PRODUCERS" 

IT WOULD BE DIFFICULT FOR SYG TO PROCEED. LATER, IRANIAN 
DEL CRITICIZED DISTINCTION BETWEEN EMERGENCY AND DEVELOPMENT AID, 
SAID IRAN READY TO SHARE BURDEN AND ALREADY SIGNED TRADE AND
